Secre- 
tary Keliher and Director Rogers, of 
the American Railway union. The 
case was argued at great length, but 
was not finished. 
hong before the hour for court to 


open the benches in the court room 
•were crowded with people and the 
aisles were filled with standing men 
and women. The. room was so packed 
that the air soon became foul and the 
judge ordered the room cleared of all. 
standing persons. 
Those who were

The first move in the case was made 


bv Attorney Gregory, for the defense, 
Who asked that his clients be released 
on account of an insufficiency of evi- 
dence.
